Its infancy? P.o w many 
fantastic and wo nderful schemes hav e been 
buried with the perso n in who m they were 
bo rn? It is anybo dy'.s guess but all o f us 
hav e experienced the same thing as Mr. 
Price talk s abo ut. If we let such a thing get 
the best o f us. ho wev er, life wo uld be a 
pretty harro wing experience. Anyo ne who 
has ev er battled fo r a cause k no ws what 
Air. Price is talk ing abo ut but the true 
giants o f civ ilizatio n nev er mak e a burden 
o ut o f their defeats. 
Tak e, fo r instance, the case o f 75-year-o ld 
No rman Tho mas, six times defeated as the 
So cialist party’s presidential no minee. Per­ 
haps the years hav e been k inder to Mr. 
Tho mas than they hav e to .Mr. Price as 
many o f Ih» things fo r which Mr. Tho mas 
has sto o d hav e co me o pass, ev en tho ugh 
he himself was unable to initiate them o r 
ev er giv en any credit fo r them. 
Mr. Tho mas, ho wev er, is still co nsidered 
a rebel and a radical by many peo ple and 
his chances o f being elected president are 
as slim to day as they were a quarter o f 
a century ago . But the fiery Mr. Tho mas 
is far fro m disco uraged and has no inter­ 
est in heaping his wrath upo n anyo ne. 


“ A go o d cause,” he said in celebrating 
bis 75th birthday, “ can nev er be fully lo st. 
Apparent defeat is no t the end. Things hav e 
a way o f rev iv ing. Besides, it’s better to 
hav e fo ught and lo st than nev er to hav e 
fo ught at all.” Mr. Price might hav e do ne 
a lo t mo re fo r the cause o f art had he 
appro ached things in this way rather than 
the manner in which he did at Omaha. 
Whatev er it i.s in life yo u do , the spirit 
with which yo u appro ach yo ur subject is at 
least half the battle. No where is this mo re

true than it is in the newspaper business. 
An edito rial o r news sto ry Is written to day 
and thro wn away to mo rro w — po ssibly 
nev er seen by tho se fo r who m it might 
particularly hav e been intended and po s­ 
sibly giv en hut little tho ught by anyo ne. 
Rut if a newspaperman quit when his wo rds 
failed to mo v e the mo untain, so to speak , 
his tenure wo uld he sho rt, indeed. If he be­ 
came disco uraged o r bitter fo r the same 
reaso n, he wo uld be an o ld and bro k en man 
at an early age. 


Alo ng the same line, o ne can hardly help 
but questio n the mo tiv es o f the peqso n who 
seek s reco gnitio n fo r what he do es o r is 
attempting to do . Mr. Price, fo r instance, 
might tak e so lace in the fact that art appre­ 
ciatio n and the practice o f art hav e gro wn 
tremendo usly in the United States in re­ 
cent times. 
Art in its v ario us fo rms enjo ys a stat­ 
ure to day that past histo ry wo uld no t put 
to shame. It is a po pular pastime to day 
to tak e the o ppo site v iew hut it is a hard 
po int to suppo rt. Mr. Price might find as 
much satisfactio n in this, if he tried, than 
he has fo und dissatisfactio n in the state o f 
his o wn affairs. 
But in co ntinuing his co nv ersatio n, the 
Omaha v isito r made ano ther remark which 
co ntains so me truth. 
“ .Americans.” he said, 
“ are still the biggest 
sno bs 
in 
the wo rld. 
They go to Euro pe fo r 
their culture and it’s right under their feet 
—right in Omaha. Why, they k no w no thing 
abo ut the .American Indian o r the We.st." 
We are no t so sure abo ut the sno bbery bit 
but fo r whatev er the reaso n is —igno rance, 
we wo uld ho pe — .Americans do hav e a lack 
o f appreciatio n o f tho se things right aro und 
them. Nebrask ans will trav el to to urist at­ 
tractio ns acro ss the co untry but nev er 
spend a cent o f mo ney o r a minute’s time 
in seeing their o wn state. 
East and W'est Co ast inhabitants are ev en 
wo rse. They will trav el the entire wo rld 
witho ut ev er k no wing the beauty and mag­ 
nificence o f the Midwest. And as Mr. Price 
said, they may intimately k no w the culture 
o f a fo reign land but hardly be 
aware o f 
the fact that the American Indian ev er 
ev en existed. .And unfo rtunately, the search 
fo r greener pastures will pro bably nev er

Loyalty Oath Under Fire 


The always questio nable dev ice against 
subv ersio n—the lo yalty o ath—is under in­ 
creasing fire. 
The gro wing pro test is co ming fro m the 
co lleges and univ ersities which are finding 
it harder and harder to sto mach a federal 
student lo an pro gram that requires such an 
o ath. 
Princeto n Univ ersity refused to partici­ 
pate in the pro gram at the o utset. Yale and 
Harv ard are no w withdrawing. Numero us 
land grant co lleges are warning that the 
o ath is defeating the natio n’s effo rt to at­ 
tract a greater number o f yo ung peo ple into 
the field o f adv anced studies. 
The lo yalty o ath is required by the Na­ 
tio nal Defense .Act o f 1958 which put the stu­ 
dent lo an fund in o peratio n. It requires the 
applicant student to swear to upho ld the 
co nstitutio n, and further demands an affi­ 


dav it stating that he do es no t belo ng to , 
believ e in o r suppo rt any o rganizatio n that 
believ es o r teaches the o v erthro w o f the U.S. 
by any illegal o r unco nstitutio nal means. 
On the po sitiv e side the o ath pro v ides a 
basis o f actio n fo r a perjured o ath and thus 
do es hav e a mo dicum o f strength against 
subv ersio n. And certainly it do es no v isible 
injury to the pure in heart. .A patrio t is no t 
harmed by public assertio n o f his patrio tism 
in any number o f instances. 
But there is a real lo gic in the assertio n 
o f Ro bert F. Go heen, president o f Princeto n 
Univ ersity, when he po inted o ut that the 
o ath “ o ffers no pro tectio n whatev er against 
tho se who wo uld abuse o ur heritage o f free­ 
do m and law.” No true subv ersiv e wo uld 
hesitate to tak e an o ath he do es no t mean to 
k eep if tak ing it o ffers him a better o ppo r­ 
tunity to co mmit his subv ersio n.

Ho w lo ng the item to fo llo w here has 
been aro und is unk no wn to us but it is the 
first time we hav e seen it. While we wo uldn’t 
hav e expressed the idea in the same way, 
. the item represents o ne appro ach to an

o f little impo rtance if it has any merit fo r 
age but mello ws that which is go o d to be­ 
gin with. Fo r what it’s wo rth, here it is:

Yo u o we it yo ur time and energy, and yo ur 
talents, so that no o ne will be at war o r 
in po v erty, o r sick , o r lo nely again. 
‘i n plain simple wo rds: Gro w up: quit 
being a cry-baby; get o ut o f yo ur dream 
wo rld; dev elo p a back bo ne, no t a wish­ 
bo ne; and start acting lik e 
man o r lady. 
‘‘I’m a parent. I'm tired o f nursing, pro ­ 
tecting, helping, appealing, begging, e.xcus- 
ing, to lerating, denying myself needed co m­ 
fo rts fo r yo ur ev ery whim and fancy, just 
because yo ur selfish ego instead o f co mmo n 
sense, do minates yo ur perso nality and think ­ 
ing.” 
Only a mino rity o f yo ungsters, it is 
ho ped, wo uld warrant any such admo nitio n 
as that but it wo uld be fine medicine fo r 
tho se who do . And incidentally, if the par­ 
ent who wro te it had tho ught o f it earlier, 
the need fo r penning it wo uld nev er hav e 
existecf.

Arid in terms o f 
eco no mic welfare the urgency is equally 
apparent. 
Ano ther requirement fo r the disco v ery 
‘and dev elo pment o f new reso urces lies in 
the critical co mpetitio n between this natio n 
and the co mmunist co untries. In any lo ng 
term eco no mic struggle a criterio n o f sur,- 
v -iv al is to be fo und in which side po ssesses 
reso urces in terms o f quantity and v ariety. 
The artillery o f eco no mics canno t affo rd an 
exhaustio n o f ammunitio n. And in the case 
o f natural reso urces, they are prepared and 
dev elo ped in the lo ng range. There is no last 
minute remedy fo r fo rests that no lo nger 
exist, o r .mines that are empty, o r water 
that is unco ntro lled, o r so il 
that is depleted.

Bond Sales Climb 


Nebraska E and H Savings 
Ronds sales jumped to more 
than S7 million in October for 
a gain of $1.5 million over the 
previous month, according to 
F>ank B. Heintze, U.S. Treas­ 
ury state director for the pro­ 
gram. 
The month’s total of $7,128,- 
936 was the highest since 
April of this year. Heintze 
attributed the October gain 
of 26*^ to the new 3'^4% in­ 
terest rate now earned by the 
companion securities. The in­ 
creased interest rate, retro­ 
active to June 1, 1959, was 
put into effect by the Treas­ 
ury in late September. 
More than one-third or 32 
of Nebraska’s 93 counties had 
exceeded their yearly quota 
at the end of October when 
the state-wide average was 
89.1%, with cumulative sales 
of $83,365,100. 
Nationally, sales were im­ 
proved last month with the 
highest total reported since 
March.
